Hi Gang, 


I have a partially working R390 (not a 390A) that I'm going to sell, since 


I need the space and have too many projects on hand already. I'll deliver 
it to Dayton, or if someone wants to pick it up at my QTH (about 45 min 
from the hamvention) I'll throw in a free beer and eyeball QSO. Here's the 
info on it: 


It's a Collins R390., S/N 2326, and seems all original. It includes both 
meters, original power cord and plug, and the top cover. It is very nice 
condition inside, with only a little dust on the top (except under the 
shields, of course) and very clean underneath. The front panel is in very 
good condition, with some dirt but no scratches (escept for some paint 
chips around the rack mount holes). Some of the knobs could stand 
repainting, but the large tuning knobs seem very nice. The rear panel is 
missing the screwdrivers and tube pullers, but has the tube 
pin-straighteners. I don't see any modifications inside, or any replaced 
modules. The gear train looks like new and works very smoothly, as does 
the digital counter assembly. 


I've made a cursory check of its electrical condition and find a few 
problems. It doesn't hear anything below 8MHz, and sensitivity seems a bit 
low at higher frequencies, although I could easily hear a 1uV signal. The 
IF stages, BFO, crystal calibrator, audio filter all work fine, as does the 
AGC, and the PTO tracks just fine. The local audio works normally, but the 
line level meter on the line audio doesn't read anything -- don't know why. 
I'm guessing a dead tube is most likely responsible for the receive problem 
below 8MHz. In any case, I can't imagine the receiver would be hard to 
fix. 


My preference is to trade it for something interesting, but I'll also sell 
it outright. I'm not sure what it's worth, so I'd appreciate any 
suggestions about pricing. I'd like to get a fair price, but am not trying 
to make a killing.

This might be too basic but here goes. I am working on a BC1004 that 


probably should have been "parted" out. However, I just couldn't bring 
myself to that task so I thought I would take a chance and see what 
happened. At this moment, everything seems to be great and its almost to the 
point of getting out the signal generator. Last night I was verifying the 
power supply voltage and thought everything was normal. I forgot to 
disconnect the voltmeter when I connected the antenna. I was quite surprised 
to see the screen voltage then vary from the 140v at no signal condition to 
about 170 volts on a very strong station. It was like the agc or the signal 
level was somehow affecting the screen voltage rather than grid bias. Is 
this varying screen voltage an indication of something wrong or would one 
expect this variance? I rather expected to see a screen voltage supply to 
remain stable like the B+.

I don't think this is entirely unexpected. If the screen voltage is 
"stiff" ie: regulated, then of course it won't change. But if it's fed 
in the usual fashion through a resistor, then you can think of the 
screen like a little plate. When the grid is biased negative, cathode 
current decreases and the screen current will decrease as well, thus 
raising the screen voltage.

Because the screen voltage is derived through a dropping resistor, the 
correct value of screen voltage is determined by the screen current through 
that resistor. As the grid bias goes more negative from AGC voltage 
increasing with signal strength, the screen and plate currents decrease. 
The decrease in screen current causes the drop across the resistor to 
decrease and therefore the screen voltage increases. For AGC controlled 
stages this is desirable as it gives a smoother gain v/s signal strength 
curve.

Hello! 
Here you have the latest info about my advances with my RA-117. 
In last messages I talked about a reduced sensitivity trouble... 


After a careful study of the RA-117 docs I have, I decided to align the 
37.5Mc/s filter, as it could be done with a signal generator and, anyway, 
somebody was there before me (trimmer screews markings), so it was already 
disturbed from its factory settings. I did it and got a better receiving 
performance :-) but partially :-(. Now, if the kc dial was set from 0 to 
about 300kc, having tha antenna selector in 'WIDEBAND', I could hear a 
noise increase at each Mc point. Nice!. But as I moved to higher kc 
settings, the hiss was down to noise level... I asked myself: which 
elements in the RA-117 are dependent on the kc setting?. Obviously, one of 
them was the second VFO (3.6-4.6Mc). I checked its output to find it was 
perfectly constant. Starting from the antenna, the first element which 
could be the culprit was... you guess it!. The 40Mc/s filter!. This filter 
is almost impossible to align without a suitable sweeper (I need one, any 
around?). It requires a sweep generator and an accurate display in order to 
align it, as you need to get a curve with definite values at -6 AND -26cB, 
and with an special shape (shown in the alignment procedures), including a 
double peak... As I have not any sweep generator in that RF range, I 
checked it at discrete frequencies to find what I suspected: the filter had 
a maximum at about 44.5Mc/s, instead of two at about 39.8 and 40.2Mc. Its 
BW was also wrong at -6dB (not able to measure it at -26dB). So, as I had 
nothing to loose, I did a preliminary alignment, maximizing the filter 
response at 40.0Mc/s (no way to get easily a double peak shape). Once done, 
the receiver performs far better :-). So I know I'm in the right way!. Now 
I should wait some time to find a suitable sweeper... But the Racal, as is, 
is a wonderful receiver, so I hope to get a winner once properly aligned 
:-). Anyway, I have learned A LOT studying this receiver, so I'm double 
happy!. 


The rest of the receiver seems to work fine, except that S-meter readings 
are low. Maximum deflection I got was a 9 in a 9+60 MW BC station. This is 
not a big trouble, but I would like to get higher readings withouth 
changing the zero setting, of course :-). 


Well, that's all for now!. It is really a pity that somebody, obviously 
without deep technical knowledge, tried to 'align' the 37.5 and 40.0Mc/s 
filters. They were completely out of adjustment!. Only good thing is that 
this was probably the reason I got this receiver (without any tube/valve) 
for only $66. Somebody just got tired of its low performance...

old tube CB's that would be excellent candidates for 10 meter 
conversion. One ongoing project on my "major projects" 

list is to convert and place on the air, several classic tube CB's. 
Just to give an idea how serious I am about this pet project, 
I've dedicated a section of my shack just for these converted 
classic rigs with a coax switch nearby so I can select between 
5 or 6 of them as the mood hits. Different classic mic's on 
each one..very cool!! 

I'm also designing a small, single band self contained 10 meter 
amplifier that uses a 4CX250B to produce around a 150 watts out 
with only a few watts drive (tuned grid input arrangement). 


The tube rigs from that period use either a xtal mixing scheme 

(a master xtal mixing with others to arrive at the desired 27mc freq) 

or just an individual xtal for each xmit channel with a tunable receiver. 
(There are also some that use a seperate xtal for receive as well 
...455khz offset??) Obviously, with the individual xtal arrangement 

you would need to replace one xtal for each freq you wanted on ten 
meters, but with the master xtal arrangement, you could just replace 

the master xtal to bring the freq range up to ten meters. You still have 
the problem of minimum 10kc freq steps but if you can figure a way 

to use several master xtals a few kc's apart in place of the one, that 
would give you a little more flexibility.

Someone reported a National NC-183D at a hamfest. There was a thread on 
S-meters awhile back. 


These 2 events hatched the following thread in my brain... 


Some radios, e.g. NC-183D (& probably others), use what I consider a very 
silly S-meter circuit. 


Instead of measuring AVC voltage, or its direct effects (e.g. plate 
current change in an AVC-controlled stage), it measures instead the DC 
output of the AF detector. 


I was tipped off to this by the -183D's alignment instructions for the AVC 
Amp: you peak this up with a steady input carrier to the radio for a xdipx 
in the S-meter reading. I.e. peak of AVC voltage reduces gain of radio 
giving less DC at the AF detector & then less S-meter reading. 


If you had a perfect AVC system in place (perfect control), the output from 
the AF detector would hardly vary its reading from a weak to strong signal, 
so an S-meter driven there (as on the -183D) would hardly move. 


The more change you saw on an S-meter like this, the poorer the AVC control 
action would be. 


Even the much less expensive NC-125 doesn't do it this way but its S-meter 
reads AVC voltage directly via a triode. 


I personally like a radio with the flattest possible AVC action exclusive 
of the right amount of delayed AVC.

Hagerstown, MD hamfest. After bringing it home and plugging it in, I discovered 
that 

it doesn't work well. In fact, the BFO didn't seem to work at all. 


I removed the bottom cover and took a look. I discovered a neatly done 
modification 


that seems to switch in when the Audio control is switched from "Radio" to "Phono" 
which switches the audio to accept input from the Audio plug in back. It also 
seems 

to activate the BFO. I'm not sure if this is some sort of product detector or 
not. It 

appears that it will be easy to remove the mod, so that it is once again original. 
I 

have ordered a schematic and manual from W7FG. 


Meanwhile, my question is: Is anyone familiar with this mod? I know there's an 
article 

about this receiver in a back issue of Electric Radio but I have not looked up 
this article 

yet. Does this mod sound familiar? 


The radio seems all original otherwise. This means it needs a complete re- 
capping. 

I spot checked a couple of resistors and quite a few seem way out of tolerance, 
just 

like the HRO-60 I went over a few months ago. This will be a fun project radio,

Sunspots being what they are, its time to resurrect a 6M transmitter and the 
Ameco TX-62 or the WRL Globe VHF-62 "Hi Bander" are good choices for those who 
think G.E.Ham News did a good thing in 1955 when it pioneered the VHF 2-bander 
(which was promptly copied by Johnson.) But which is best? Eric, NATGC, 
nominated the Hi Bander not long ago, so I'll take the Ameco. 


A Hi-Bander takes a handfull of 5763s but only uses two to drive its 6146 on 
6M. The Ameco uses two 6GK6 to a 7869 to a 7984, but I could get a set for 
either rig at any large hamfest or by asking on Boatanchors. They both get 
hot, but the Hi-Bander is an egg fryer with the thermonic rectifier and 6L6 
hiding in there with everything else. The Globe is a Heising modulator and 
the Ameco a screen arrangment. Most hams know the Heising, with its big ole 
choke, but Frank Jones prefered the screen setup -- you pick ‘em. The output 
circuits are similar and not as sophisticated as the G.E. Ham News Bonus 100 
or its Johnson 6N2 running dog. 


A real fault of the Globe is use of two Centralab "PC-XxX" 
resister/capacitor arrays without saying what is in them. Hammarlund shows you 
a picture so you can make your own, but I found the specs to these PC pests, 
so you won't be stymied in fixing the 'Bander's 6U8 audio predriver. But look 
out for the Hi-Bander's CW. 


As noted by McKinnon in TAB's 1968 VHF Ham Radio Handbook, p. 85, the keying 
of every stage on a VHF TX needs fixing. His fix works, I guess, but why not 
turn a small fil. transformer around, rectify and go to grid block? The less 
traditional among you can send for my copy of a circuit that uses a TV 
horizontal sweep transister to key the cathode of any rig. Those babies, 
rated to 1500V, would key Jackatak's mobile rig. But what ever you do, think 
twice about letting 500+ volts lurk at the key. It was never a good idea and 
modern shack visitors don't know to look for it. 


The homebrewer would not face our choice as he would be hard at work at 
Tilton's classic two-tube 6M TX from QST for October, 1958, p. 57. It is the 
Ford pick up of 6M TXs, and only an essotericist like me would run, as I do, a 
modified International Crystal STP-50 or a Tecraft. But the choice between 
the Ameco TX-62 and the Globe VHF-62 might get down to looks. I have both and 
find the Globe clearly the more classic. The Ameco looks almost like a test 


instrument but, on second glance, has an almost predacious look all its own. 
Whichever you choose, don't let the Ameco's companion VFO, the TX-621, get 

past you. It is a honey with TVI-less 25 mc output (hello 12 M). There two 
versions, the later with some sand state stuff, but both are FB -- maybe the 
best offered save, perhaps, the legendary Gonset Comm IV VFO that did FM too.

Hello Bruce, 


Congratulations on acquiring the main components of the AN/GRC-19 (T-195 
and R-392). It is, IMHO as a user and owner of 3 GRC-19 sets, a nice 
addition to any boatanchorite's equipment roster... The T-195 will put out 
a nice, fully modulated but communications quality (300-3000Hz) AM signal - 
(get a good carbon mike, the original mike is the M-29) at the 100W carrier 
level at all frequencies except the highest band where you'll get between 
80-90W. The autotune system will load nicely any antenna between 45 to 73 
ohms, or a 15ft whip. The Collins type PTO is as stable as any good Collins 
equipment. On CW you'll get the same 100W power level with semi-break-in. 
You can preset 7 frequencies or tune continuously.The older T-195's used 
dynamotor power supplies which are power hogs, starting current will be 
around 100A at 24-28V, going down to around 50A running. 

The later model T-195's were equipped with more efficient solid-state power 
inverters, reducing the average supply current to around 32A. I'm powering 
my GRC-19's (with the later T-195A) with a 35A, 28V Lambda switching 
supply that is smaller than the R-392... Some of the earlier T-195's were 
also upgraded to the solid state inverters. Since the solid state 
inverters are direct replacements for the dynamotors, even if your rig is 
has the dynamotors, you can find the solid state replacements and switch.=20 
There are some military 50A 24V supplies available in the surplus market 
(Fair Radio, etc.) which will work fine. Of course, for field day 
activities you'll need a gasoline operated generator or an ex-military 
vehicle with a 24V electrical system.... 


Another good way to power the unit is to feed the two 24/28V inputs 
separately (you'll see in the schematics that the power feed is actually 
divided into 2 circuits, drawing roughly equal currents) with 2 smaller 
power supplies. Some people use 24V battery chargers hooked up to 2 12V car 
batteries in series 


Fair Radio has the manuals and I also saw "Manual Al" carrying them. 
Hope to hear your GRC-19 on the east-coast military collectors net on 3885, 


meeting every Saturday morning, depending on conditions, starting around 
5:30AM.
